Innespace, Redding CA 5 www.innespace.com . This Bionic Dolphin disclosure discloses a 
positively buoyant vessel that mimics the jumping of a dolphin. 

Aquarius Subeo, Essex England, discloses negatively buoyant submersible that utilizes 
buoyancy tanks to maintain depth and control. Life support is provided to a main cabin. 

About Subeo, Subeo Ltd., Essex England. The pitch of the craft is altered by a lead trim 
system which moves a weight forward and aft. Roll trim is provided by pumping water 
from side to side in the main spherical variable buoyancy tanks to either side of the vessel's 
center of gravity. 

None of the references uncovered during the search disclosure or suggest the following 
claimed features of applicant's invention: 

1) At least one pair of wings disposed on the hull, where the wings have control surfaces 
movable in opposite directions with respect to each other to provide the submersible with 
the ability to roll; 

2) At least one pressure pod for accommodating at least one person in a recumbent sitting 
position; 

3) The at least one pressure pod is maintained at a constant pressure, where the constant 
pressure provides the submersible with a positive buoyancy; 

4) The at least one pressure pod is maintained at a constant pressure of 1 .0 Atm.; and 

5) A life support system connected to the at least one pressure pod for providing life support 
systems to the pressure pod only. 
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
